ACTION NEEDED 


What, if anything, is the city doing to- 
ward furthering the proposal that the Na- 
tiona] Railways secure the property front- 
ing on the Macdonald hotel and turn this 
into a fitting approach to that magnificent 
but badly-obscured building? The rail- 
way management is favorable to the idea, 
the Dominion Government approves it. 
Now is the time to carry out the improve- 
ment, before costly buildings are built 
upon the property. But just there the 
matter stands, so far as the public are 
aware,

city, But they might not, and the mat- 
ter is of too much concern to the city to 
be treatcd with neglect. The city council 
should put itself frankly and actively be- 
hind the proposal, bring all possible pres- 
sure to bear upon all parties concerned, 
and offer its services in effecting an carly 
and satisfactory arrangement. If neces- 
sary, the city might properly offer to ex- 
propriate the property and turn it over to 
the railways, on terms fair to the owners 
and acceptable to the railway manage- 
ment and the Government, 


THE GREAT CONDENSER 


The Rocky Mountains have not been 
functioning according to their purpose in 
the scheme of things. That great ridge 
along the wustern edge of the continent 
acts normally as a highly efficient con- 
denser. Moisture laden winds sweep in 
from the Pacific or across the prairies, 
and in the chill -air of ‘the mountain 
heights the moisture falls, as rain or snow. 
The rain is hcld in mountain lakes and 
feeds the streams which flow down either 
slope of the great divide; the snows mclt 
in the summer sun and replenish these re- 
servoirs and conduits. 

But last winter the snow-fall 
mountains was light. The summer was 
unusually dry in the mountain area. The 
reservoirs have been emptied, and the con- 
duits are running low. At Edmonton the 
Saskatchewan is perhaps lower than it 
has been at any time since the whitcs 
came and began to keep record of such 
things. In Vancouver, street lights have 
been turned off, motor busses are replac- 
ing street cars, there is a demand that 
water and power be conserved in homes 
and business places, and people are pray- 
ing for rain. 

Should the drouth continue among the 
big hills, there must be hardship in Bri- 
tish Columbia, while in Alberta power 
plants would fail and cities would be left 
without water supply. Canadians are be- 
ginning to realize that in the Rocky Moun- 
tains they have the grandest scenery in 
the world. But the scenery of the Rockies 
is only incidental; the mountain chain 
plays a vital part in the regulation of cli- 
mate. Without that great condenser, the 
western half of this continent would al- 
most certainly be another and a vaster Sa- 
hara,.

THE PAY SHOULD MATCH THE JOB. 

It is said that technical officials in the 
employ of the Dominion Government are 
among the poorest paid civil servants of 
their kind in the world, And it is notori- 
ous that technical men employed by other 
governments do not draw salaries compar- 
able to those paid to similarly qualified 
men who are engaged by private corpora- 
tions. 

It is a mistake for any country to un- 
der-pay experts in the public service. For 
a country such as Canada it is sheer folly. 

The Dominion depends, and must de- 
pend, for prosperity and industrial and 
commercial progress, upon its ability to 
export its products; that is, upon being 
silato compete with all other countries in 
markets beyond the seas. How can we 
hope to do that unless the national Goy- 
ernment is prepared to pay for the ser- 
vices of the best technical advisers who 
can be secured? 

The international waterways project is 
a case in point. That enterprise would 
cost a half billion dollars, or more. It 
might give Canada a tremendous advant- 
age in production and trade; or it might 
hang a mill-stone of unprofitable debt 
about the neck of the Canadian tax-payer. 

Is it a fair proposition that men who 
have to inform and advise the government

on a project of that magnitude should be 


required to work for a subsistence rate of 
Or is it safe that the Government 


pay? 
should be debarred from having the scr- 
vices of the most competent men available, 
at whatever cost? 

A commission, headed by President 
Beatty of the C. P. R., is now investigat- 
ing this question of the pay of technical 
experts in the public employ. It is to be 
hoped, for the sake of the country, the 
commission will recommend that these 
men be paid in reasonable relation to the 
work they have to do and the responsi- 
bilities they have to assume.

EQUIPMENT IS 
PLANNED SOON 


First Time in History Task 
Has Been Undertaken 


by Government 
For -he first time in history, Al- 


berta, during the current winter will | 


undertake the removal of snow from 
sections of main haighways, accord- 
ing to an announcement made on 
Monday by Hon, O, L, MoPherson, 
minister of public works. 

Equipment has been ordered and it 
is expected to be delivered here with- 
in the near future, 

This equipment will consist in the 
main of a snow plough to be ate 
tached to motor trucks, A high blade, 
specially curved will brush the snow 
aside, A fair rate of speed will be 
made by the motor propelled vehicles, 

While no special sections of high- 
way —have as yet been designated as 
those upon which the ploughs will be 
used, the minister indicated that the 
most heavily travelled portions of 
highway would be dealt with first, 
This clearing also wi be undertaken 
in those sections where snow fences 
bave been or will be erected, as a 
@eomplementary activity 

The main idea behind this clearing 
will be to see just what measure of 
relief from snow will result and this 
as an experiment will guide the gov- 
ernment in regard to future work 
along the same line.

Attacks Power Agreement 

Although he devoted considerable 
attention to the coming plebiscite ex- 
Ald Adair also attacked the power 
agreement entered into b the counct!’ 
of 1929, and pointed to the presen 
trouble in Vancouver and other coast 
points where hydro-electric power was 
proving incapable of sunplying the de- 
mand through lack of rain. To go 
into hydro-electric development ‘n Ed- 
monton, he claimed, while so much 
coal Was available and where develop 
ment by using coal would mean larger 
payrolls and cheaper power and woule 
give much additional employment, wa: 
a step in the wrong direction. Ex- 
Ald Adalr also expressed the belief 
that the agreement would never br 
consummated if the right men were 
elected to the 1930 council. 

The provincial government attitude 
toward urban centres on the matter 
of taxation and the danger of expro- 
priation which threatened the city 
telephone system were also touched 
on by Mr. Adair, who stated tuat at 
another meeting in the same place on 
Sunday afternoon next he would take 
up this phase of his election platfo! 
in greater detail. 

Mr. Adair also stated that city hos- 
| pitals were also being gradually drawn 
under provincial control to the detri- 
| ment of physicians practising in the 
city who were not members of the 
“clique” which now controlled health 
affairs in Alberta, and added that 
much more would be heard of this 
matter during the campaign and 
afterwards if he ts elected. 

The Closing By-law 

Applause was iven frequently 
throughout Mr, A 's address, es- 
pecially when he was dealing with t 
Wednesday closing bylaw. 

“No civic question has occupied the 
time and attention of the different 
councils of the past years to as great 
@n extent as has that of the compul- 
sory closing of stores. Each year it 
Tecufs with unfailing regularity, and 
each year sees a complete failure of 
the council for the period at solving 
the difficulties involved in satisfying 
the various conflicting interests and 
opinions,” he said. 

“The actual fact is that no Council 
can ever settle it, as it constitutes a 
problem entirely outside the jurisdic- 
fon of any Council. Granting that 
it may be the duty of a governing 
body to see that every citizen within 
the bounds of ts administrative juris- 
diction ts not worked to the extent of 

physical and mental impairment, that 
ours should be regulated and holi- 
days, half or whole, arranged to secure 
health and fitness, it nevertheless re- 
mains that the compul closing of 
the premises rented, leased and pak 
for by a citizen ts not essential te 
the securing of that end, It will al- 
Ways seem to the citizen coerced into 
closing and debarred from the use of 
his own premises, that such action 4 
a distinct infringement of his rights 
Defeats Own Ends 

“Drastic action of that nature, ap- 
plied to stores and to no other Line of 
trading or manufacturing carries with 
it the implication that lews designec 
to protect store employees, agreements 
entered into by associations of em- 
ployees with storekeepers, will not b 
observed by the storekeeper and owner 
because of some immoral and law- 
breaking tendency on his part. Such 
an implication ts as unfair as ft is 
unwarranted. The very nature of 
salesmanship demands, if it is w be 
| successful and a permanent vocation, 
| qualities of morality and ethics in ex- 
cess of any other business. 

“The argument is constantly being 
advanced that coercion or pompulsion 
is necessary to protect the gtrl em- 
ployee. If such argumen: is correct 
the employment of girl help in cafes 
and in many other spheres of industry 
would come under the same ban, The 
first protection that seems to me t- 
be cssentlal to the girl life of any 
community is that an opportunity te 
be employed should be secured. I 
propose to show that the p: nt re- 
Strictions instead of assisting to that 
first essential entirely defeat. it.
